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Introduction 


The small family Evaniidae contains about 440 described species worldwide. These 
species are solitary egg parasitoids (often mentioned as predators) of cockroach oothecae 
(Blattoidea). 


Up to date five genera comprising 13 species have been recorded from the Malagasy 
subregion (DEANS 2005). During our survey of the Hymenoptera fauna of the Republic 
of Mauritius another species, Prosevania erythrosoma SCHLETTERER 1886, has been 
discovered on Mauritius and Rodrigues. This species, which is known from the Oriental 
Region, is the second evaniid to be recorded outside Madagascar.

The cosmopolitan species Evania appendigaster is an important control agent of the 
American cockroach, Periplaneta americana (LINNAEUS 1758), which is a nasty house- 
hold pest in tropical and subtropical areas. Other hosts in the Mascarene islands could be 
Periplaneta australasiae (FABRICIUS 1775) and Rhyparobia maderae (FABRICIUS 1781). 
MOUTIA & MAMET (1947) erroneously recorded spiders as hosts.
